T he symptoms are due to some 
dam age of the

The ailm ent may 
result from a blow or other injury 
to thi.s nerve. Should the nerve be 
injured, the muscles which are .sup­ 
plied by the branches of the facial 
nerve are affected. 
As a rule, the first sign is a feel­ 
ing of di.reomfort which Ls soon 
followed by severe pain in the face 
on the affected side Usually it is 
located Just below or behind the 
ear.

The 
paralysis may slowly wear off. per­ 
m itting a return of function in the 
diseased muscles. It is difficult to 
estim ate how long it will take for 
a m arked im provem ent to appear. 
Complete recovery of the injured 
nerve always 
takes 
considerable 
tim e 
I must not give the impression 
th at every case of facial paralysis 
is curable. Of course, if there is ac­ 
tual destruction of the facial nerve, 
recovery Is not to be expected. It Ls 
necessary accurately to determ ine 
the real nature of the trouble. If 
the nerve has been severed, favor­ 
able results are impassible. 
This form of paralysis must not

hem orrhage

stroke or other serious dl-ability.

The earliest settlers in this community, accord­ 
ing to early history, were p rincip ally of the Pres­ 
byterian and German Lutheran faith, the former, 
however, being the first to effect an organization 
here. It is recorded that this was accomp lished in 
1806. or about three years after Lewis Kinney 
"erected and founded the town of New Lisbon,” 
the latter being the historical date of Feb. 16,1803. 
It has been said, in fact, that the Presbyterians 
were the p ioneers of religious societies here. 
Rev. Clement L. Vallandigham was the first 
Presbyterian minister. He served the congregation 
here from 1807 to 1839. his service as a minister in 
this community being continuous. 
This minister was born in Allegheny county, 
Pa., and early church history records that "Val­ 
landigham was an old school Presbyterian clergy­ 
m an.” 
This minister first began his p reaching 
career here by holding services under a tent. 
The Presbyterian congregation in those early 
days consisted in the main of those of Scotch- 
Iristi descent who settled in and about the then 
New Lisbon. 


Rev. Vallandigham, who died in 1839, while 
still a Presbyterian minister here, has been re­ 
membered as a small man, who, though "not a 
great p reacher," was a most ex emp lary character, 
and to whom his congregation was strongly a t­ 
tached. His salary being insufficient for his sup ­ 
p ort, he. to make up the deficiency, and to p re­ 
p are his four sons for college, established a classi­ 
cal school in lits own home, this residence on 
West Lincoln way being a cherished p ioneer land 
mark here. 
In addition to holding "meetings" under a tent 
in the summer time, this p ioneer Presbyterian 
minister held services in the cooler seasons of the 
year in the first log courthouse. 
According to Presbyterian church history, in 
the month of Sep tember. 1807, ap p eal’s the first 
record of a bap tism, th at of James, a son of 
Davidson and Agnes Filson. 
The first Presbyterian church was erected in 
1814 on a site nearly west of the p resent county 
jail. 
It was a largo, p lain, uncomfortable one- 
story building, in which the seats were high and 
the aisles were p aved with brick. This first build­ 
ing served the congregation well until the congre­ 


gation was incorp orated in 1836, when members 
conceived the idea of building a new church. A 
site was acquired at the northeast corner of North 
Market and East Chestnut sts.. and a "large now 
church" was comp leted in 1841 
Tire new* church 
cost about $ 8,(X)0, and was built during the p astor, 
ate of Rev. A O. Patterson. 
Some years later, this church building was 
damaged by fire to such an ex tent that it was 
necessary to raze the building and another was 
ereeted on the same site. 
Still later, as the community continued to 
grow and the membership of the church in­ 
creased, the building was razed and the p resent 
brick structure was ereeted and dedicated in 1897 
while Rev. J. P. Anderson was p astor. It was com- 
p leted at a cast oi about $ 16.000. At that time the 
church had a membership of 525 and was con­ 
sidered by all as being in a very p rosp erous con­ 
dition. An early history of the church relates that 
"a large Sabbath school tests the cap acity of the 
Sunday school room.” 
This 
congregation 
continued 
to 
grow 
and 
p rosp er, and during the rather recent p astorate 
of Rev. Peter W. Macaulay, who is now serving 
as p astor of the Miles ave. Presbyterian church, 
Cleveland, a p rogram was adop ted to enlarge the 
church. A large addition was erected on the east 
side of the church, and today the church has the 
largest auditorium and Sunday school room of 
any church in the community. 
Time has wrought many changes in the several 
churches 
built 
by 
this 
congregation. 
In 
the 
p resent church is a beautiful choir loft and p ip e 
organ. In the first .church that was built, below 
the quaint p ulp it was a seat for the clerk, who 
led the singing. This office was p erformed many 
years by Alex ander Mathews, who "lined" the 
hymns, generally rep eating two lines at a time, 
then p itched the tune with a device somewhat 
like a tuning fork, so common among choristers 
today. 
Around the church yard of this early church 
was a high fence, along which were p osts for the 
farmers to hitch their horses. 
Today, however, there is no p lace to whicli a 
hors« ? can be hitched near the p resent church. 
Instead, motor cars are p arked along the Market 
st. and East Chestnut st. curbing.

HOME MAKING 
HELPS 


WHILE IT is an excellent plan to 
send ru gs and carpets to the clean­ 
ers at least annu ally, It isn’t abso­ 
lu tely necessary to do so In order to 
k eep floor coverings look ing fresh 
and clenn. 
The carefu l hou sewife tak es every 
precau tion to k eep her ru gs and 
carpets in good condition as long as 
possible, k nowing 
that 
constant 
care will add to the life of the ru g 
or carpet. 
The same goes for lin­ 
oleu m, that splendid floor covering 
that has lately come ou t 
of 
the 
k itchen and Is now to be fou nd in 
almost every room in the hou se. 
Linoleu m that has lost its fresh­ 
ness bu t is still not worn enou gh 
to be dispensed with, can be re­ 
stored It, shou ld be painted with a 
mixtu re made of shredded beeswax 
and tu rpentine. 
Pou r the tu rpen­ 
tine in an old pan, place near the 
fire. and. when 
slightly 
warm, 
slowly add the beeswax, 
stirring 
with a piece of wood Mix u ntil wax 
is thorou ghly dissolved, then apply 
to linoleu m with a paint bru sh. In­ 
cidentally, this Is also an excellent 
perservat Ive for linoleu m. 
To k eep linoleu m in good condi­ 
tion, go over It occasionally, after 
washing, with a little fresh 
milk 
Apply with a soft cloth and leave 
u ntil dry 
Then polish in the u su al 
way. 
When washing linoleu m care 
shou ld be tak en to avoid the u se of 
hot water 
and 
strong 
washing 
agents. 
Simply wipe over with a 
warm, soapy lather, 
rinse 
with 
cli ar, tepid water, then polish. 
The 
following Is 
an 
excellent 
homemade solu tion for u se when 
cleaning ru gs and carpets: 
Shred 
two ou nces of good hou sehold wash­ 
ing soap into a sau sepan contain-1 
lng two pints of boiling water, and 
stir u ntil the flak es are thorou ghly i 
dissolved. 
When the solu tion oools j 
to blood heat add five tablespoons; 
ammonia and a piece of w ashing I 
soda abou t the size of a pu llet egg ! 
Stir wellandn pou r into bottles. Use j 
five tablespoons of this solu tion to : 
each pint of water requ ired and ' 
apply rather vigorou sly to carpet | 
or ru g. with a pad of soft cloth. 
A mixtu re of equ al 
parts 
oi j 
water and vinegar will help to re­ 
vive faded colorings on carpets or 
ru gs. 
If the article Is not faded or 
soiled throu gh for the variou s ap­ 
plications indicated, then sprink le 
liberally with hot bran, removing 
later with a stiff bru sh.
